Whether it be the heart to conceive, 
the understanding tp direet or the hand to exe- 
cute, all of these qnplities ap pear in the fiscal 
policy of the year 1865,

In regard tojour convicts, that are sentenced! 
to hard labour, | I think the word, ‘* hard’ wight! 
very justly be erased, and called easy laboor, (or' 
amusement). |-Our free men have to work ten! 
hound, Oras lpug as daylight. permits, and alli 
kinds of weather, with a few exceptions only, 
inorder to procure a livelihood through the} 
winter, whereas our convicts are only -called; 
to work from six to eight hours, if fine weather. 
I don’t wonder at our free men saying the chain-| 
gang is the best place in the winter time,.-in} 
this country ;/neither do I wonder at the jail 
beings always fall, a8 it is said to be little or no} 
punishment. Tam &atisfied that déne—of our, 
free men, performs more hard labour in one week, } 
then two of these convicts. I find generally 
in, Onr colonies, that each convict has to perform) 
a certain amount of work (or hard labour) each 
day, at least os;much as a free man. I hope, 
our Government (which we so highly esteem) i 
will take these few remarks into consideration, | 
and 8ee how much it will reduce our chain-gang 
in future.
